PARIS, France—The financial question 
in France forces itself to the front at all 
points so that it would seem to over- 
ride all political, social and commercial 
considerations.

The Angaston marble, the Parian class, 
has been compared to the Greek article 
from the mountains of Paros.” 

The House of Parliament. one of the 
most striking buildings within the city 
of Adelaide, is built of Kapunda marble, 
and in the opinion of experts there is 
abundant scope for a big expansion in 
the marble industry of the state.

BRITISH EMPLOYERS URGE 


TRADE DISPUTES ACT INQUIRY 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—The bearing of the trade 
disputes act, 1006, on personal freedom, 
public order and industrial peace, was 
the subject of discussion at a meeting 
of representatives of employers’ asso- 
ciations connected with British indus- 
tries, held at the Weatminster Palace 
hotel recently. 

Sir Richard Temple, who took the 
chair, said that tne wage-earners in this 
tountry outnumbered the members of 
the unions by cight to one, vet the 
unions had been able to trample with 
impunity on the rights and liberties of 
the majority, for the simple reason that 
they were not legally responsible for 
anything they chose to do. 


Cuthbert Laws of the Shipping Federa- 


tion moved a resolution asking that the 
government should’ set up an inquiry 
into the work of the trade disputes act, 
and that it should determine: (1) 
whether the present unlimited area in 


which picketing in unlimited numbers 
may be carried on should not be re- 
stricted and the number of pickets 
regulated by statute; (2) whether com- 
binations for disorganizing trading and 
social conditions should not be made 
unlawful; and (3) whether it was not 
of national interest that all unions 
should be subjected to the ordinary law 
of the land, and made responsible, like 
all other classes, for their actions. 

Mr. Laws declared that those present 
at the mecting fully realized that the 
trade unions, while pursuing legitimate 
aims, might be justified in employing 
the strike as a weapon, but what was 
strongly objectel to was that form of 
trade union conspiracy which. utilized 
the general strike for the purpose of 
subverting the existing social order.

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CONSTITUTIONAL guarantees of freedom of 
Li it] belief and speech are so explicit in the organic 
ImMIung law of the United States and the various 
Freedom states, and the common practise of citizens 
of the republic isso fully in harmony with 
of _ the ideals of the founders, that it may seem 
superfluous for any group of persons to 
reopen the issue of free speech. Neverthe- 
less the fundamental issues at stake seem 
| bound to be debated again, inasmuch as dis- 
sent from recent use of authority in controlling utterances and writ- 
ings is being registered by radicals; and on the other hand con- 
servative bodies like the National Civic Federation are demanding 
that investigation be made of the problem created by propaganda 
that they believe to be subversive of the state itself and of law. 

Those persons who would increase rather than diminish free- 
dom of utterance argue from experience. Suppression, they say, 
simply provokes resentment and brings about more, rather than less, 
destructive criticism and action. The agitator, by opposition and 
because of punishment meted out to him, becomes a martyr. Far 
better, they say, let opinion find expression. If vented, then incen- 
diary acts are not likely to follow. 

“Quite true,” say the champions of restriction, “in ordinary 
circumstances. But conditions today are extraordinary. All 
authority is now challenged. Nothing in domestic or public life 
is beyond criticism. Basic principles of ethics are disputed. Clean- 
cut and eternal distinctions between right and wrong are challenged, 
often by descendants of godly ancestors. Anarchy in home and 
in school is fostered by popular, easy-going standards of belief 
and of utterance of free speech, free thought and free conduct 
carried to their logical extreme, with the expectation that when 
the proof is presented it will have a deterrent effect on the great 
body of moderates who really control the situation and who need 
some such display of facts to save them from radicalism. 

One who knows the democracy of the United States can hardly 
believe that it is to surrender to an official bureaucracy the right to

Observation of the newspapers in the period between the Legisla- 
ture’s propounding and the voters’ answering of the questions showed 
a serious and searching examination of their merits, and the result 
demonstrates popular ability to pass upon problems of this general 
sort with discrimination. The primaries were voted up and the 
Capitol addition was voted down—to use the terms Lincoln applied 
to voting results. Readiness to accept new political methods was 
displayed in the approval of the primary and, as to the new building, 
the proverbial thrift of the people was shown to persist. 

In the light of the wide debate on the Capitol extension, it is 
evident that the Vermont voters were not parsimonious in their 
action. They simply were not convinced that the departments of 
their government actually needed the additional room. The Mont- 
pelier State House is of the best order of public building in America. 
It has been commended as practically superior to the more costly 
iater structures in other capitals. Unquestionably, the usual case 
was made out by some of its tenants as to the desirability of more 
space. Apparently the voters were not convinced that the needs of 
the service demanded it. 

The example of the Vermont decision may well be commended 
wherever the expansion of public buildings is under consideration. 
Its value not being diminished by any unwillingness to supply what 
was reasonably required, it is exceptional and may serve to show 
that the readiness of representative bodies, state'‘and municipal, to 
vote grand sums of money which the taxpayers must supply would 
be checked if a due respect were paid to the opinion of the people 
most concerned. Referendums ought not to be needed to impose 
restraint, but it is the easy unconcern of assemblies and governing 
boards that tends to swell the demand for them.

One state may be | 
taken as affording an illustration of what interurban electric trans- 
portation has come to mean. as affording a fair indication of what 
it 1s destined to mean in the near future. Between 1902 and 1912 
the number of railway lines operated by electricity in Ohio increased 
19 per cent. The mileage operated increased in the ten years from 
2353 to 4069. That is, it nearly doubled. The horsepower of the 
lines increased 155 per cent. Employees in 1912 numbered 20,000. 
In 1902 the passengers carried numbered 285,434,579; im 1912 they 
numbered 632,332,134. The gross income of the lines in the decade 
increased 145 per cent. Invested capital in Ohio electric interurban 
capital in ten years increased 169 per cent. 

If these figures contain any lesson they teach that there Is a 
growing demand for lighter and cheaper transportation, for the 
application to long distance rail service, as far as may be, of the 
accommodations provided in the towns and cities. That the intet~ 
urban cars are not more freely used for long distance trips is due 
far less to a public indisposition to use them than to shortsightednes$ 
on the part of their managers. The great defect in electric trans- 
portation today is that it is not, so far as reliability of schedule 
time is concerned, brought up to or maintained at the steam railroa 
standard. Even though in some instances the cars are run with 
too little regard for convenience of business people, their patronage 
increases steadily. In Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and some other states 
where skilful railroading is applied to the electric service, the gains 
in traffic during recent years have been tremendous. 

Forces are operating which within another decade are likel 
to bring about great changes in transportation. For one thing, it 
seems certain that the steam railroads will turn to electric propulsion 
and lighter rolling stock for suburban and local service; for another 
thing, the electric trolley lines, it seems certain, will be equipped to 
afford greater speed, comfort and accommodation to those willing 
to pay reasonable prices for them. Through these processes the 
systems now independent and too far apart will probably be coor- 
dinated and this can hardly fail to make for public good 
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curb publicity. But on the other hand it is equally clear that not 
much shrift is to be given to systematic, organized propaganda of 
lubricity, anarchy and class warfare. Courts and the police, with 
due process of law as often as it is possible, will be brought into 
action to save the community from its internal enemies. Meanwhile, 
there is a wonderful opportunity for a union of all those good 
influences that can offer enlightenment where now is despair and 
lift those forces that would destroy up to the level of those that 
develop and build.

It would be a mistake, of course, 
to assume that these states are all uniformly dependent upon irriga- 
tion im the raising of crops. Some of them have much wider arid 
and semi-arid areas than others; to some of them irrigation is of 
first importance; to others, secondary. 

Only the twelve states named are included in the group which, 
under a call from the United States secretary of the interior, will 
send delegates to an irrigation convention to be held in Denver, 
Col., on April 9. Generally, Kansas, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma and Texas are named in this connection. The census of 
irrigation taken in 1910 embraced seventeen states, and the statistics 
collected gave for the first time a comprehensive idea of the extent 
to which irrigation was being carried on, the acreage running from 
less than 5000 in Oklahoma to more than 2,700,000 in Colorado, 
and aggregating over 13,700,000 in all. Reclamation work of all 
kinds has progressed rapidly since this census was taken. Numerous 
projects then under way have been completed and numerous projects 
then unthought of have been undertaken. 

The Denver convention should draw out facts that, as a rule, 
get little attention in official reports. The country will be interested 
in hearing at first hand, for instance, just how the entire reclamation 
scheme is working out for the person most deeply concerned, the 
individual settler. It is known that colonies have prospered and 
that crops have been excellent, but there is still prevalent consid- 
erable ignorance among people in other parts of the United States 
as to the specific demands upon the prospective settler in the 
irrigated country, and as to the average reward for the labor of the 
individual who becomes, in ordinary circumstances, a settler.

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met and solved with regard to the operation of the irrigation systems. 
There have necessarily been readjustmients in the method of supply- 
ing the farmers with water and in the charges for the supply. 
Investigations and experiments have been going on steadily, looking 
to the lessening of the cost of storing and pumping water, reducing 
losses by evaporation and seepage, and bettering methods of apply- 
ing water to the crops. The increase of the acreage irrigated and 
the wasteful methods of applying water, it was pointed out some 
time ago, were leading to waterlogging and alkalizing of much land 
in the irrigated sections. This source of disappointment and loss 
has been greatly eliminated by more careful methods, and the con- 
vention will doubtless reveal many other improvements that have 
made and are making for the prosperity not only of the irrigation 
enterprises but of the tiller of the irrigated soil. The Denver meet- 
ing should give widespread enlightenment. 


reasonable expansion, and it should contain, in the open and under 
cover, botanical specimens from every quarter of the United States 
and its possessions. There are other reasons, but one of the strong- 
est arguments advanced in favor of the abandonment of the old site 
was that it did not afford an opportunity of putting this idea into 
etfect. 

A botanic garden such as it will be possible to create and main- 
‘ain in Rock Creek park might, perhaps, take on the form of a 
national educational institution. If it shall comprehend specimens 
of plant growth from all parts of United States territory it cannot 
fail to be of immense value to the student, while it would, of course. 
be an attraction to the ordinary visitor and tourist. <A bill provid- 
ing for the change of location of the garden has been approved in 
committee and is quite certain to be passed by Congress. If the 
original intention of the promoters shall be carried out this measure 
will embrace financial provision for the development of the garden 
on the lines which we have outlined, and this, we think, will meet

a British and an American arbitrator, has 
just opened its second session at Washington, taking evidence and 
hearing argument. Not the aggregate of $6,000,000 involved, nor 
the interesting variety of issues at stake—ranging as they do geo- 
graphically from Canada on the north to New Zealand in the south 
and from Sierra Leone on the west to Luzon in the east—is the 
most significant feature of this proceeding. Rather is it the will 
back of the act. Nations that for decades had been annoyed by 
minor divisive issues while agreeing 9n major problems, finally, 
under the guidance of wise ministers of foreign affairs, decided to 
clean the slate and start the new century without the slightest fric- 
tion from such causes. Terms of arbitration having been agreed 
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upon, adjudication began. Now the task is renewed. 

That British interests are cared for by an arbitrator who is 
the highest judicial official of Canada is an interesting aspect of 
the procedure. ,
